I  made  contact  with  LT  Heredia  #31900  and  SLO  Officer  Garcia  #  33021  from  Rampart.  We 
were  able  to  coordinate  the  meet  with  the  family.  Here's  the  update: 


Matthew  from  LAHSA  spoke  with  Tanya  Molina  via  cellphone  awaiting  a  LAHSA  team  who  was  en 
route.  During  the  conversation  Molina  was  very  adamant  she  needed  to  leave  to  La  Habra  to 
retrieve  a  check  to  feed  her  family.  Matthew  attempted  severely  times  to  assist  including 
offering  transportation  to  the  facility.  Molina  refused  advising  she  had  a  vehicle  and 
would  be  traveling  with  her  family.  Matthew  gathered  information  from  the  family  and  gave 
them  his  cellphone  number.  Molina  said  she  would  call  Matthew  as  soon  as  she  picked  up 
the  check  and  deposited  her  funds.  Matthew  inquired  on  the  family's  status  through  the 
HMIS  system.  Not  one  Outreach  Provider  has  made  contact  with  them.

Molina  was 
grateful,  but  insisted  she  wanted  to  deposit  her  check  to  feed  her  family  and  declined 
services  for  now.

Sir, 


We  wanted  to  inform  you  that  we  discussed  the  vision  and  goals  of  our  Community 
Outreach  with  our  personnel  today.  They  were  very  receptive  to  the  concept  and 
immediately  began  to  implement  it  into  today's  activities.  They  totaled  eleven  (11) 
events  today,  however  there  was  one  specific  event  that  we  wanted  to  share  with  you  that 
demonstrates  their  commitment.  This  specific  incident  was  discovered  when  we  were 
reviewing  their  DFAR's  at  EOW. 


On  November  29,  2018,  at  approximately  2155  hours,  2G17,  Officer  Luis  Martin, 
Serial  No.  41211,  and  Officer  Eduardo  Munoz,  Serial  No.  41026,  were  patrolling  their  gang 
area  around  Hoover/Counsel  when  they  observed  a  parked  vehicle  that  they  did  not 
recognize.  This  is  a  common  location  where  vehicles  will  park  to  commit  illegal 
activities.  Their  attention  was  drawn  to  the  vehicle  because  it  appeared  to  be  occupied. 
Upon  approaching  the  vehicle,  they  discovered  a  homeless  family  living  in  their  vehicle. 
The  family  consisted  of  a  mother,  father  and  two  children  (9  years  old  and  10  months  old). 
Officer  Munoz  and  Officer  Martin  conversed  with  the  family  and  discovered  the  10  month  old 
was  recently  discharged  from  the  hospital  with  a  blood  virus/infection,  which  was  visibly 
apparent.  The  officers  knew  right  away  that  they  needed  to  provide  immediate  assistance

and  began  to  call  local  motels  in  the  area.  They  contacted  a  motel  at  321  N  Vermont  that 
advised  they  could  provide  a  discounted  rate  in  addition  to  breakfast  the  following 
morning.  The  officers  instructed  the  family  to  follow  them  to  the  motel  where, 
unbeknownst  to  the  family,  Officer  Munoz  and  Officer  Martin  selflessly,  out  of  their  own 
pockets  covered  the  expense.  The  officers  obtained  the  family's  information  with  the 
intent  on  forwarding  it  to  our  area  domestic  violence  advocates  so  they  can  provide 
further  resources  and  homeless  assistance.  These  officers  went  above  and  beyond  their 
duties;  displaying  compassion  and  dedication  to  community  outreach.  The  incident  was 
captured  on  the  officer's  BWV  which  would  provide  a  good  example  for  OCB's  positive 
community  contacts.
